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The Delaware Uniform Debt-Management Services Act requires provides of debt-management 

services to provide an individual with “reasonable education about the management of personal 

finance” through a certified counselor.  6 Del. C. § 2417A(b)(1).  A “certified counselor” is “an 

individual certified by a training program or certifying organization, approved by the Attorney 

General, that authenticates the competence of individuals providing education and assistance to 

other individuals in connection with debt-management services.”  6 Del. C. § 2402A(6).  Please 

note that a “certified counselor” is not necessarily a “credit counselor.”
